The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  May  3  states 'as  follows: 

"Extra  staple  cotton  moved  in  a  very  small  way  during  the  past 
week,  owing  to  the  scant  inquiry  and  declining  markets  in  commodities, 
goods  and  securities.      Buying  seems  to  have  petered  down  to  a 
hand-to-mouth  minimum  based  on  immediate  and  urgent  requirements.  *** 

"In  spite  of  the  lack  of  interest  shown  in  cotton  buying  prices 
remained  firm.      The  basis  was  moved  up  toward  the  end  of  the  week 
to  make  up  for  the  docline  in  futures.      Most  houses  increased 
their  quotations  by  about  25  points.      Many  brokers  affirm  their 
belief  in  a  still  higher  basis  as  soon  as  business  picks  up, 
founding  their  opinion  on  the  dwindling  supply  of  good  cotton.  On 
the  other  hand,  some  say  that  no  shortage  seems  to  be  found  by  the 

mills  when  they  go  into  the  market.

"Buying  of  extra  staple  cotton  during  tho  past  week:  has  been 
practically  at  a  standstill,  while  mills  have  baen  awaiting  further 
developments  both  in  the  cotton  and  cloth  markets.      The  unsteadiness 
of  commodity  prices,  together  with  the  punctured  security  markets, 
have  caused  the  mills  to  decide  on  a  lying  low  policy  with  respect 
to  future  commitments.      Moreover,  with  cloth  prices  behaving  as 
they  have  in  the  past  few  weeks,  mills  have  shown  no  disposition  tc 

accept  business  that  would  be  hard  to  furnish  a  profit.

This  plant  disease  of 
comparatively  recont  date  attacked  until  last  year  almcst  exclusively 
tho  Sakel  variety;  thorofcro  its  appearance  in  the  Minieh  Province 
this  year  warrants  the  apprehonsicn  that  it  might  attack  also  appre- 
ciably c thor  varietios  besides  Sakol.M

PURITY  OF  SAKELLARIDIS  COTTON  THREATENED. 

The  Bulletin  of  the  Union  of  Agriculturists  of  Egypt,  issue  of 
March,  1931,  states  that  in  the  district  tc  which  Sakellaridis  ccttcn 
is  new  restricted  by  govornmantal  dacrae,  considerably  mtra  than 
the  40  per  cant  of  tha  tetal  acreage  allowed  tc  bo  planted  to  this 
variety  has  been  planted  to  ccttcn  this  year,  the  additional  acreage 
having  bean  planted  with  ether  varieties.      It  is  pointed  cut  that 
crc ss-pc llinaticn  will  result  inevitably  and  that  it  will  baccmo 
increasingly  difficult  tc  obtain  sufficient  pure  Sakel  seed  to  prevent 
a  general  deterioration  cf  tho  variety.
